Negroes on Coroner’s Jury Vote Toa 
Hold Jefferson’s Slayer. 
Savannah. Ga., August 24.—(Special.)—By 
a strange trend of circumstances, the coro- 
ner’s jury that investigated the Killing 
of the negro Jefferson by W. H. 3*'nson, 
the one-legged confederate veteran, who 
came near being lynchd by 
friend, declared Pinson guilty of murder 
today and heid him for the grand jury.

THE MILK 
Farmer O’Neal and Family Narrowly 
Escape Death. 

Valdosta, Ga.,; August 24.—(Special.)— 
J. EK. O’Neal, a farmer living a mile or so 
from this sity, came into town this morn- 
ing with’a bottle of milk which he wanted 
analyzed. The doctors who examined it 
say that it contained enough strychnine 

to kill a dozen men. 

It was what O\Neal found on his shelf 
last night in place of a bow! of fresh milk, 
which he left there in the morning. He 
and his fantily spent the day at Grand 
Bay camp meeting and returned home at 
night. Mrs. ©’Neal tasted the milk to 
see if it had become sour during the day 
and it had such a bitter taste that she 
became alarmed. 

Some of the milk was given to the dogs 
on the place and both of them died in 
convulsions soon afterwards. O'Neal sus- 
pects who put the strychnine in the milk. 

But for the fact that Mrs. O’Neal tasted 
the milk before using it, the entire fam- 
ily might have died horr-ble deaths.

The First Ironclad. 


From Lesiie’s Weekly. 

Tt is quite impossible to assign credit for 
the first idea of supplementing with iron 
the strength of a wooden ship in battle. We 
know the buccaneers of Norseland ranged 
their bucklers along the vessel’s sides, and 
the Normans. as far back as the twelfth 
century, raa a belt or armature of iron 
around their ships. Similar expedients were 
used in the crusades, and a vessel plated 
with lead figured in the expedition against 
Tunis in 1535. 

When it comes to a question of priority 
we can go back of Hampton Roads and 
Kinburn, for the two great principles 
“which have revolutioni#®d naval warfare— 
namely, the iron-plated floating battery 
and the revolving iron turret—are Ameri- 
can in origin. The earliest recorded. float- 
ing battery with iron plates was designed 
by Robert Fulton in 1814, and intended to 
break the English blockade of the Hudson 
and Chesapeake. Congress ordered it built, 
but the war was over and the articles of 
peace were signed before Fulton finished 
his ponderous Demologos; and, as her ca- 
reer was cut short by the explosion of 
‘her magazine in 1829, the great discovery 
had no chance to set new styles in naval 
strife. No less it was Fulton's iron bat- 
tery germ which the French developed in 
the war of the Crimea, and which Stevens, 
of Hoboken, about the same time (1854) 
applied to his famous but ill-starred marine 
battery of three and a half inch plates, 
Which New Jersey fell heir to and sold at 
auction, still uncompleted, in 1874.

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Progress of the Telescope. 
From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Fifty years ago an eleven-inch refracting 
telescope was the largest in the world. The 
lens of the Yerkes telescope has a diame- 
ter of 4 inches. It required great care to 
€rind such « lens. It consists of two disks of

Dallas. Tex., August 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The new laws promulgated by 
the recent session of the legislature are now 
being distributed to the various counties. 
As they required an interval of ninety days 
in which to become effective, that date was 
re:cred on T’riday last. 

Amone thea most important of these laws 
{fs Ccne requiring all ex} ress.comp Mies doing 
business in the state to maintain a general 
office at some noint in the state. Another 
li.w prohibitory of pistol carrying Txes 
the penalty at fror $25 to $200, which brings 
the matter under the supervision Of the 
justices’ courts, and gives them a strong 
incentive’ to pull de pistol toter. Another 
,ery impertant law provides that no state 
institution shall contract any ceficlency 
without filing the full estimate of said de- 
ficiency with the governcr at least thirty 
Gays before making it. Another important 
law provides for the establishment ‘of a 
State dental beard which sceks to control 
the practicing of dentistry in Texas. Anoth- 
important law provides that any bank 
president, cashier or other official who re- 
ceives money on deposit wken he knows 
that the bank is in a failing condition shall 
be guilty of felony and be punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary Por a term 
not exceeding ten years. ‘Another important 
law provides that the voluntary sale of a 
homestead shatl be exempt from garnish- 
ment or forced sale for six months. Another 
law makes it 1 felony to publish or circu- 
late immoral literature of any kind, Anoth- 
er very important law is the labor lien law. 
which caused so much rowing in the Icgis- 
lature, and which is now operative, protect- 
ing every class of employces. 

About the most far-reaching laws in the 
way of moral reform is the one prohibiting 
the keepers of poolrooms and billiard halls 
from permitting minors to loaf in or around 
about tneir place of business. This law is 
aimed to not only keep minors from playing 
these games, but from seeing them played. 
In other words, it makes the keepers of 
pool or billiard halls keep all minors out 
of fheir places of business. Any violation 
of this law will be punished by a fine of not 
more than $200. In this connection it is 
well to note Mat another law which also 
went into effect almost practically prohib- 
its the sale of firearms to minors. It pro- 
vides that any dealer who sells any kind 
of a dangerous weapon to minors shall be 
fined from $25 to $200 or be given thirty 
days’ imprisonment, or shall be both fined 
and imprisoned at the pleasure of the 
court. Another bill of considerable impor- 
tance is the one providing for a_ state 
plumbing board which will regulate or at 
least seek to regulate those who follow the 
plumbing business in Texas. Another impor- 
tant law passed by the legislature relative 
to insurance agents writing policies” in 
Texas imposes upon’the companies the ne- 
cessity of working only through their reg- 
ularly authorized agents. 

Had To Pay His Way. 

Tn Sherman a peculiar marriage case is 
reported. C. E. Jette and Kittte Jordon 
were licensed to marry and County Judge 
Wood officiated at the ceremony. Within 
a few minutes a predicament was discover- 
ed. The bride had some time since been a 
party to a divorce suit in the civil district 
court and the divorce was granted, but was 
not-to be placed on record until the pay- 
ment of all costs. Mr. and Mrs. Jette were 
notified that the costs had not been paid 
and the divorce was not yet a matter of 
perfect record. No time was lost in an im- 
mediate settlement of the costs, and a 
minute after the same on the docket pro- 
claims that the decree is now unclouded. 
They left the courthouse the happy pos- 
sessors of a marriage certificate from Coun- 
ty Judge Wood. 

A Holiness Sensation.

This is a local option county and 
no whisky is supposed to be sold except 
on prescription or for sacramental pur- 
poses. A recent grand jury in its report 
suggested that the Cleburne physicians 
used a larger amount of whisky in their 
practice than the jury in its wisdom 
thought best. Now the druggists claim 
that they cannot afford to pay the tax 
imposed, etc., consequently if a man pro- 
cures whisky here it is supposed to be for 
sacremental purposes. Those wanting 
whisky for medicinal purposes will be 
compelled to send to other towns.

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Care of the Piano.

To keep a piano in good condition great 
-are must be exercised. For instance, most 
people are not half particular enough to 
see that the piano is in a dry room and 
away from all draught. ; 

Damp is most injurious toa piano. Keep 
both the case and keyboard clean and 
bright and free from dust, and do not let 
particles, such as bread crumbs, get inside 
the piano. Neither should you crowd the 
top with ornaments, music or books, as {it 
will deaded the tone. 

Have the instrument tuned about every 
two months. If a piano is placed about 
two inches from the wall the tone will 
sound much better. Also it is sometimes 
an improvement to let it rest upon glass 
blocks. You must polish it carefully—an 
old silk handkerchief will be found best 
for this purpose. Should any of the notes 
keep down when struck it is generally a 
sign that there is damp somewnere,

SITUATION GROWS ALARMING | 


Afridis Find Little Trouble in Captur- 
ing Garrisoned. Posts. 


TRIBESMEN SHELLED FROM A DISTANCE 
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Queen’s Commander Is Mobilizing an 
Army of 42,000 Men To Marcn 
Forward.

Simla, August 24.—The British officer 
commanding at Jamrud moved a battery 
of artillery, escorted by the Fourth Dra- 
goons, yesterday to the mouth of Khyber 
pass and shelled the enemy at Tange of 
3,200 “yards. The Afridis retired, but the 
battery returned to Jamrud, the officer in 
command deeming it inadvisable to enter 
the

Later detdils of the capture 
Maude by the insurgent tribesmen show 
that the garrison of that place retired 
at 10:30 p. m.. yesterday and that the fort 
was burned half a hour later. The gurri- 
son reached Colonel Westmacott’s relief 
column, coming from Kohal, at 11:30 p. m. 
At the same time that Fort Maude was 
abandoned the Khyber Rifles, garrisoning 
Fort Jewangera, were compelled to aban- 
don that place. The area of active fight- 
ing is enlarging rapidly. The Afridis 
last evening attacked with great determ- 
ination the fortified post at Sudda, but 
were not successful in capturing it. 
Mobilizing a Large Army.

The British 
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military authorities have 
now mobilized 32,000 men - for frontier 
operations, which, with the frontier gar- 
rison, make 42,000 men available for use 
against the insurgents. 

Peshawur, August 24.—It is reported 
that a large mumber of Afridis, led by 
fanatical priests, attacked the Seporis near 
Fort Alimusjid about noon yesterday, mas- 
sacring 3, capturing their rifles and 
then proceeding; in large forces, to make 
an attack upon the British garrison .on 
the Lowrga. 

There is a very uneasy feeling in Quetta, 
where the troops are under orders to be in 
readiness to march to New Chamau, which 
is the extreme outpost of the Afghan 
frontier southeast of Kandar and cn the 
edge of the Registan desert, between proyv- 
inces of Toba and Pischin. 

Rebellious Element Encouraged. 

Khyber pass is swarming with Afridis 
and it is feared the fall of Fort Maude 
has greatly encouraged the rebellious ele- 
ments. 

‘Bombay, ‘August 24.—The report that 
when the Mohammedans attacked Fort 
Shakadar they burned all the sacred books 
of the S.kha temple, excited the pereatest 
indignation among the Sikhas throughout 
the provinces, having incensed the Sikha 
troops on the frontier. The plague*s in- 
creasing at Poonah. 

The «Bombay Gazette announces that 
three ef the principal Beloochistan sirdars, 
Mehrattawhan, Ghomesbakhis and Yarm- 
ahomed, were arrested on the arrival of the 
Mushkaft: lan inail train, upon which they 
were induced to go to Quetta, to meet an 
agent of the governcr general, the earl of 
Elgin, who had arrived there by spceial 
traia shortly before. Sirdar Ghomesbakhis 
is a son-in-law of Sirdar Sir Arad Khan. 
ore of the most loyal chiefs of Beloochis- 
tan. All three of the sirdars who have 
teen made prisoners belorg to the Sara- 
wan division of Beloochistan and are sus- 
pected of intriguing against the govern- 
ment. They are known to have been dis- 
affected for some time past. The arrests 
have caused a great sensaiion among the 
Hohammedans and further important de- 
velopments are expected. 

London, August 24.—An official dispatch 
from Simla announces that Fort Maude, in 
the Khyber pass, has heen captured by 
the Afridis after desperate fighting. 

The garrison which was composed of 
native levies, Known as the Khyber Rifles. 
retired with the loss of three men. The 
Afridis afterwards turned the fort. 

The fate of Fort Alimusjid, which was 
simultaneously attacked by the Afridis. 
is not known. It is admitted @ven itn om- 
cial circles that the news from India Is of 
the gravest description. 

All those who are familiar with the 
situation attach the greatest importance 
to the rising of the war-like Afridis, who 
are estimated to muster 25,000 fighting men, 
The Afridis, however, only forma part of 
the insurgents. 

Papers Criticise Salisbury. 

The afternoon newspapers comment ge- 
verely upon what they term the marquis 
of Salisbury’s bad‘ dfplomacy. 

The St. James GazZette says: 

“The moral of the whole story is now, 
we who have fifty million Mohammedans 
in our eastern empire have chosen to pre- 
sent ourselves to the whole as the ¢hief 
enemy of the sultan, whom the general 
majority of that creed looks upon as their 
hcad in religious matters. If we had. sue- 
ceeded in inspiring real terror, the harm 
done might have been less, but the fear can 
be felt for a power, which after ringing 
woernings, is pulled up sl:ort by orders from 
St. Petersburg.’’ 

The scene of the rising has the Khvher 
pass for its center.

After placing a wreath and a golden 
Olive branch on the tomb of the late Czar 
Alexander ITI, in the cathedral, the presi- 
dent drove across the Neva and laid the 
corner stone of the new French hospital. 
The pres'dent afterwards visited the house 
which Peter the Great built in 1703 on the 
bank of the Neva. 

The president examined the various ob- 
jects made bv Peter the Great, ‘the chair 
and stool, etc.. and then traversed the 
garden leading to the river side. The ezar 
was waiting for him in a launch. M. 
Faure embarked in the vessel, which had 
the Russian and French flags flying from 
hoists, and crossed the Neva. The im- 
perial and presidential party landed on the 
other side of the river and took part in the 
ceremony of laying the foundation stone 
of the new Troitsky bridge, one of the 
features of the occasion being magnificent 
choir singine. 

The usual scenes of enthusiasm were wit- 
nessed everywhere, and ‘the French sailors, 
who were allowed to come ashore, were 
embraced by the-Russian population. 

The spectacle of the inauguration of 
the bridge was brilliant. Around a pic- 
furesque tent were grouped the high court 
dignitaries in splend‘d uniforms, the munic- 
ipal councilors and the clergy in gorgeous 
robes, while in-the background stood the 
immense stands filled with ladies in ele- 


gant toilets and officers in un.form,. mak-. 


ing a scene of animation and dazzling with 
co‘or. The czar and Président Faure and 
the mayor of St. Petersburg, surrounded 
by the grand dukes, M. Hanotaux, the 
French min’ster of foreign affairs, the 
count of Montebello, the French ambassa- 
dor to Russia, and other French officers 
formed the central group in front of the 
tent where the inauguration was solemnly 
performed.

M. Faure dined at the French embassy, 
and after dinner held a reception for the 
members of the French colony in St. Pe- 
tersburg.

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A Change Demanded. 

The time has come when the legisla- 
ture, in justice to the people of the state, 
will have to call @ halt in the present 
method of raising and distributing: the 
public school fund. We have already 


discussed this subject with respect to | 


the necessity for a change of method, 
but the increase in the rate of taxation 
for nextz:year makes the matter a perti- 
nent and pressing topic. 

The state will appropriate this year 
about $1,200,000 for the common school 
fund. Of this amount $600,000 is a di- 
rect appropriation from the legislature, 
and the remaining $600,000 is made up 
from the proceeds of the special taxes 
and one-half of the rental of the state 
road, which goes to the common schools. 

Next year, under an act of the legis- 
lature, the direct appropriation, which 
is $600,000 for this year. will be $1,000,- 
000. This sum, with the other $600,000 
going regularly to the public schools, 
will make the school fund next year 
$1,600,000. 

’ The first work of the legislature when 
it meets in October should be to repea 


the extra $400,000 appropriaticn for next ’ 


year. Indeed, in justice to the people, 
the legislature should repeal the $1,000,- 
000 appropriation already made for next 
year, and leave the $600,000 reised from 
the State road and the special taxes as 
a nucleus for a schoo] fund to be raised 


- under a just and an equitable system. 


Let it be clearly understood that The 
Constitution does not take the position 
that a $600,000 appropriation is enough 
for the school fund. On the contrary, 
it believes that even 81,600,090 -is too 
small a sum. But The Constitution be- 
lieves in justice and equity. It believes 
in taking an undemocratic system and 
making it as democratic as possible, and 
this can only be done by making the 
necessary taxation fall equally on all. 

It has been demonstrated by our own 
experience and by that of other states 
that it is impossible to build up a school 
system by meags of unjust and inequit- 
able legislation. Our ‘present system, 
therefore, has been and ‘is now, the mer- 
est apology for a system. The children 
in the cities and larger towns are re- 
ceiving a fair education, but the veil of 
ignorance still lies over the country dis- 
tricts. This inanition is not primarily 
due to the lack of money. 

‘In every state of the union where the 
public school system is in complete and 
successful operation, the rule is for the 
state to appropriate one-third of the 


_school fund, while the counties raise the 


other two-thirds by local taxation, In 
this way economy in raising and in ex- 
pending the fund is assured. It gives 
the people themselves a very direct and 


_ substantial interest in the schools. They | 
_ receive the direct benefit of the loca] 


tax and appreciate the results. 

The school commissioner of Georgia 
has been a very ardent advocate o? 
this reform in one system, and it has 
been practically indorsed by the people 
in the counties most interested in secur- 
ing better school facilities. The local 
tax is democratic. It makes the people 
of the county responsible for the success 
of their schools, gives the county con- 
trol of the fund, and the money that is 
raised in the county for school purposes 
is expended there. 

There will be found no one to deny 
these propositions. ‘Therefore it is the 
plain duty of the legislature to repeal 
the extravagant appropriations made for 
the school fund, and pass a law com- 
pelling each county to raise two-thirds 
of its share of the school fund by local 
taxation. If two-thirds of the propor-— 
tion be found to bear too heavily on 
the poorer counties, then let the local 
tax raise one-haJf of the amount neces- 
sary, the rest to be provided by the 
| Btate. 

In short, the present system ‘is so un- 
just, unequal and inadequate that we are 
willing to give our hearty support to 
any plan that abolishes these features. 
A year or two ago State School Com- 
missioner Glenn went about the state on 
He 


_ 


: made sixty addresses, and at the close 
of each address took a vote on the ques- 
tion as to whether-the people were will- 
ing to submit to a county tax for rais- 
ing as much money locally as the state 
appropriates. The result was that the 
people unanimously indorsed the prop- 
osition for local taxation. 

Let the state stand ready to say to 
any county, “We will meet you jhalf 
way by duplicating your own appr@pri- 
ation; but you must g*™ evidence of 
good faith by voting a local county tax 
for educational purposes.” Under such 
a plan our school system would thrive 
and presper, and every section of the 
state derive benefits therefrom. Bet- 
ter sechoolhouses could be built, trained 
teachers could be employed and the 
school year increased. 

Money that comes easily goes easily, 
and the present method of makimeg large 
appropriations and dumping them into 
the several counties does not enable the 
State to receive the full benefit that 
should accrue from the money appropri- 
ated, | 

As‘the result of our present inade- 
quate and extravagant methcds, the tax 
rate of Georgia is higher than it has 
been since the war, and at a time, too, 
when it constitutes a serious drain on 
the resources of the people. This high 
rate is due entirely to the extravagant 
method of raising and distributing the 
school fund. The method = should be 
changed, and the sooner the legislature 
recognizes that fact, the better it ‘will be 
for all concerned,

Our South American Trade. 

Our trade relations with South Ameri- 
ca have lately become the #ubject of 
widespread interest in commercial cir- 
cles and greater efforts to improve these 
relations have been made during the past 
twelve. months than ever before in the 
history of this country. 

Last .fall a delegation of American 
business men, representing the Nation- 
al Manufacturers’ Association, made a 
tour of the various South American cap- 
itals and chief cities for the purpose of 
bringing about more intimate trace re- 
lations with the United Ntates: und the 
cordiality with which these visitors were 
everywhere reeeived gave promise of the 
most gratifying results in the near fu- 
ture. Some two or three months ago 
this visit was returned by leading South 
American importers; who made a tour 
of the principal commercial centers of 
the country and seemed to be 
deeply impressed with the advantages 
held out to them in this merket. As the 
result of these mutual visits it is viven 
out that several enterprising firms in 
this country will shortly put up sample 
warehouses in South America, making 
it more convenient and satisfactory than 
heretofore for importers in that quar- 
ter to trade directly with the United 
States. 


Naturally the trade relations cxisting 
between the north@rn and squthern poar- 
tions of the western sal eit should 
be more intimate and cordial. Resides

mutually able to supply 
commercial wants to a much greater 
extent than is now carried on. If this 
be true, why should the #uropean mar- 
ket continue to prosper on the trade 
which it yearly receives from the west- 
ern hemisphere and especially from the 
various South American countries? With- 
out the least taint of exaggeration it 
may be said that the North American 
market is the most extensive in its re- 
sources of any market on the globe, and 
that South American importers are real- 
ly standing in the!r own light when they 
insist upon giving the bulk of their for- 
eign trade to Germany and Great Brit- 
ain. 

In past years only a small fractional 
part of South America’s trade has found 
its way into this market, but the outlook 
for the future is more assuring. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, the 
value of our South American exports 
amounted to only $33,768,493, or nearly 
$2,500,000 less than for the year preced- 
ing. Instead of this meager showing, 
our trade relations ought to aggregate 
annually something like $150,000,000. The 
following table shows what our exports 
to South America have aggregated dur- 
ing the past three years: ;

All convicts not leased to counties 
should be made self-supporting on a plar 
similar to that proposed by Mr. Mans- 
field. But there should be no more pri- 
vate leases. Out of the present system 
innumerable evils have sprung, ana 
there has never been a day when the 
scheme commended itself to the con- 
science and moral sentiment of the state. 

It is a fact perfectly well known that 
the best public sentiment of the state— 
a sentiment which, unfortunately, does 
not always make itself felt in the elec- 
tion of members of the legislature— 
has always resented the existence of 
the present system. In scope and pur- 
pose it has always been foreign tq the 
policy of the state, but the state ‘has 
never until now been in a position to 
rid itself of the incubus. 3 

But the time for that riddance has 
now come. 

The Scene at Cronstadt. 

The scene at Cronstadt, when the Rus- 
sian czar pressed to his bosom the pres- 
ident of France, is one which is likely 
to be historic. 

It is singular that the two great na- 
tions which engaged in the death grap- 
ple at the burning of Moscow should 
have at last come together, and formed 
an alliance which gives evidence of per- 
petuity. It is at once a tribute to the 
far-seeing statesmanship of Russia, as 
well as a proof of the virility of the 
French nation, in thus. overcoming 
prejudices which would ordinarily have 
made them enemies. 

That the German emperor should have 
looked upon the picture with dissatis- 
faction is natural, because he sees in 
the rapprochement of these two nations 
that alliance which may yet rend Ger- 
many as the three great powers once 
rended Poland. Germany is the great 
central empire of Europe whose future 
must be either to conauer to the two 
oceans or to be partitioned herself. On 
the one side, Russia stands ready as 
the great power of the east to take pos- 
session of the land across to the Pacific, 
while on the west, the French republic 
has fallen heir to the traditional policy 
which gives that people the supremacy 
on the Atlantic seaboard. In all reck- 
oning of the great powers of Europe, 
England must hereafter be omitted, for 
she has no part in either the military 
or political development of the continen- 
tal nations, further than securing the 


best commercial treaty possible from 
them. 
Germany has successfully humbled 


Austria, driven France from the empire 
to the republic, and today essays to be 
not one of the great powers of Europe, 
but the only great power herself. Had 
German statesmen been more modest 
and less exclusive they might have made 
a friend of France. or possibly. have 
recognized the greatness of Ausiria, or 
made overtures to the Russian hear, but 
all these things she declined to do, and 
she stands today, powerful it is true, 
but isolated from every connection, and 
the object against which all treaties are 

ade. It was, therefore, an exhibition 
of real statesmanship on the part of the 
public men of Russia, who did not wish 
to see the glory of their own country 
dimmed by their near neighbor,.to make 
such overtures to France as have given 
them the cordial loyalty and friendship 
of the great French people. 

What the future will bring it is not 
given to Know in advance, but certain 
it is that the great struggle for suprem- 
acy has yet to take place in Europe, 
when, from the one side, Russian hordes 
will pour into Germany, and from the 
other, the aroused Frenchmen will cross 
the Rhine and fighttheir wayto meet 
their Russian brethren. It may be that in 
that great struggle Germany can sum- 
mon the strength to resist. them both,. 
and, destroying their power, rise to the 
greatness which she now claims for 
herself. or it may be that she will be- 
come ut a second edition of Poland and 
be partitioned out to suit the wishes of 
the conqueror. 
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The Gambling Flurry. 

The sudden drop in wheat, which char- 
acterized the market quotations yester- 
day, should warn our people against the 
gapabling flurry. 

It is unfortunate that owing to excel- 
lent telegraphic arrangements a few men 
may get together and run prices up or 
down so as to inaugurate a huge gamb- 
ling scheme in which the _ people 
throughout the country are skinned, 
while the operators are the ultimate win- 
ners. The most sensible thing for men 
to do is to adhere to the scriptural in- 
junction of earning their bread by the 
sweat of their brow, and not attempt to 
gain sudden wealth through games 
which are of other rgen’s making. 

It is an alluring thing to see the 
prices of certain products running up 


‘beyond all anticipation, and it has the 
tendency to make even sober men step 
aside from the prudent road of business 
to try to make something out of the 
gambling flurry which excites their 
minds. The causes that lead to these 
disturbances in market quotations, 
whether of wheat or of cotton, are be- 
yond the understanding of ordinary men, 
and are produced by means as di- 
verse as they appear to be unreasonable. 
It may be a tinge of frost in the north-

“If the people of North Carolin 
given an opportunity of passing on the 
avestion today the state would go over- 
whelmingly democratic and would stay in 
the democratic column for all time.

“Yes,” continued Senator Justice, 
oppesition to democracy has, in my opinion, 
reacred high witer mark in the Old North 
State and the people are unquestionably 
sick of the bargain which put a republican 
in the governor’s chair and a repuvlican 
and a populist in the United States senate. 
The republican-populist fusion is badly split 
up and each of these elements is slowly 
but certainly disintegrating. The populists 
are all at war among themselves. That was 
shown when their state executive commit- 
tee met the other day. A friend of Senator 
Butler, a man who is one of the senator’s 
chief lieutenants, introduced a resolution 
indorsing the populist senator’s action in 
doing all he could to defeat the re-election 
of republican Senator Pritchard.

“Well, not only are the populists badly 
split up, but the republicans are in the 
same condition,” continued Senator Justice. 
“‘The negroes are greatly dissatisfied at 
some of the results of republican-populist 
legislation in matters of state. Take the 
schools, for instance. Uuder the old law 
made by the democrats the negroes had the 
supervision of the negro schools. They had 
their best men on the school commissions 
or boards"n the various localities and were 
in this way given the selection of teachers 
and the direct supervision of the schools 
for colored children. The democrats paid 
by far the biggest portion of the taxes 
which supported these schools, but the ne- 
groes felt that the schools were theirs and 
they took great pride in them. The repub- 
lican-populist legislature changed all this. 
They consolidated the system in such @ 
way that both white and colored schools 
were under the control of the same ccom- 
mittee or ccmmiss’on, and there are fewer 
of these boards than there were before. 
The practical result of this has been to 
take cv ay from the negro¢s all the control 
of their schools.

“There is an interesting story—as you 
newspaper men put it—in a _ telegraphic 
announcement which The Constitution had 
this morning,”’ said Captain Ed Brush, a 
well-known citizen of eastern Tennessee, 
who was at the Kimball last evening.

United States Coins. 


Editor Constitution—Please give a history 
of the coins authorized by the United States 
government. WILLIAM HENDERSON. 

Of the twenty-three coins authorized by 
the government of the United States for 
use aS money sincd 1792, eleven have been 
found to be undesirable, and their coinage 
has been discontinued. Two of the eleven 
says an exchange, were gold pieces, four 
were silver, and five were nickel, bronze 
and copper. The coinage of one-dollar-gold 
pieces was authorized by congress March 3, 
1849, and discontinued in September, 1890, 
the total amount coined being $19,499,337. Of 
three-dollar gold pieces there were $1,619,376 
coined under the act of February 21, 1853, 
the coinage being stopped in 1890. Trade 
dollars of silver were authorized in Februa- 
ry, 1873. TReir coinage was limited to export 
demand by joint resolution July 22, 1876, 
and the production was prohibited by act 
of March, 1887; the total amount coined 
was $35,965,924. The silver twenty-cent piece 


was ordered in 1875, and stopped May 2, 
1878, after $271,000 had been turned out by 


the mints. One of the oldest of American 
coins is the silver half-dime, which dates 
from 1792. Up to February 12, 1873, when it8 
coinage was discontinued, $4,880.219.40 of 
these half-dimes were produced. The three- 
cent piece of silver was authorized in 
March, 1851, and discontinued in 1873. the 
total coinage amounting to $1,282,.087.21. The 
old copper cent began ifts career in 1792. 
and ended it by legislative prohibitien tn 
February, 1857. Twice its weight was re- 
duced, the first time from 264 to 208 grains. 
and the second time to 168 grains. The total 
amount coined was only $1,562.887.44. so far 
as the mint records show. The three-cent 
nickel piece dated from 1865 to 1890. the 
total production being $41,349.48. In 1854 a 
two-cent brorze coin wrs authorized. but it 
vas discontinued in February, 1853. after 
a coinage of $912,020. Of the small nickel 
cents which were substituted for the iarge 
ecppers in 1857, only $2,007,720 were minted 
up to the time of their discontinuance, in 
April, 1864. There were $39,926.11 copper half- 
cents coined from 1792 to 1857, inclurive. 
These coins at first weighed 132 grains, then 
104 grains, and finally & grains.

The strong point of the prosecution is 
the confession of the sister of McCul- 
lough’s wife.

‘COTTON CROP WAS INUREDISMALL ‘POX.

Recent Raine Did Much Damage to the 
Fleecy Staple. f 

MINOR CROPS WERE BENEFITED 

Peas, Corn, Potatoes and Other Vege- 


tables Are Growing Nicely and a 
Big Yield Is Expected. 


——— 


The rains of the past week, which were 
genera! all over the state, benefited every- 
thing except cotton according to the weekly 
crop bulletin, which is issued from this 
city by the forecast officer. 

There was an abundance of rain and @ 
small percentage of sunshine, which seems 
to have been the conditions desired by those 
farmers who have planted vegetables. 

The injury done to cotton is considerable. 
In many cases the rains caused the bolls 
of the cotton to epen prematurely and these 
are now either rotting or are being eaten 
by worms. Fodder was also hurt some- 
what, ‘but corn, potatoes, peas and all 
minor crops were greatly benefited. Had 
it not beén for the rains the cotton would 
have yielded nicely throughout the state. 


The bulletin in full is as follows: 

Abundant rains, small percemiage of 
sunshine, and temperature somewhat be- 
low normal, were the characteristic feat- 
ures of the past week. ‘These conditions 
were favorable to all crops except cotton, 
which it has injured considerably in some 
sections of the state. The greatest cam- 
age to cotton was where it had opened. 
The wet and cloudy weather has increased 
rust, caused the bolls to open prematurely 
and in many fields the bolls are rotting 
or being injured by worms. Cotton pick- 
ing would have been pretty general in 
the southern counties had the weather 
been. favorable. Fodder pulling had to be 
abandoned for the time, and much of the 
fodder that was pulled is now in the fields 
hanging in bunches to the stalks. This 
will be somewhat damaged pefore it can 
be housed. Late corn, peas, potacoes, cane 
and all minor crops have been o¢ nefited 
by the recent rains. A good opportunity 
was afforded for sowing turnip Seed, and 
this is about the only work done on the 
farm during the week. Many fields have 
been sown. Seeds that had come up are 
now growing nicely. 

Northern Division. 

Continuous cloudy weather, with fre- 
quent rains and temperature somewhat be- 
low normal, have heen the predominant 
features of the week over the porthern 
division of the stare, alu aS a result all 
crops have taken on new growth. Cotton 
generally is reported as doing well in 
spite of the unfavorable weather. Some 
fields are shedding and opening rapidly. 
Late corn has been greatly benefited by 
the frequent showers, but fodder pulling 
has been seriously. re.rarded and some fod- 
der has been injured. Potatoes, peas, pin- 
ders and cane have improved cons.derably 
since last report, and pastures and grasses 
are doing remarkably well. A large quan- 
tity of turnip seed has been sown, and 
the weather conditions during the week 
have been most favorable for the germina-~ 
tion of seed and growth of turnips which 
were sown earlier. Late gardens are im- 
proving and took fairly well. The outlook 
for fall gardens is very favorable. Apples 
are rotting and falling from the trees. 
There has been too much rain for grapes, 
and many complain of the fruit rotting 
badly on the vine. A few days of warm 
sunshine would be very beneficial 1.0 all 
crops and would enable farmers (oO save 


fodder. 
Middle Division. 


During the past. week the weather has 
not been favorable: to cotton. There has 
been too much rain and not enough warm 
sunshine. There is much complaint of 
rust becoming general. The bolls were 
onening rapidly. In Columbia county boll 
worms have made their appearance. and 
there is considerable complaint: of the 
bolls rotting from the effects of vet 
weather. But for the continuous reins 
considerable cotton would have been p:ck- 
ed during the week. ‘Loo much wet 
weather has injured cotton that was cpen. 
Peas, cane, and other growing crops which 
had been retarded by adrouth, are now 
growing with renewed energy and all are 
looking well... Late corn has made r:pix 
improvement during the week. Fodder 
pulling has remained at a standstill most 
of the week on account of frequent rains. 
Pastures are improving and stock looks 
well, Considerable fodder that could not 
be housed is now hanging on the stalk 
too wet to handle. This will be more or 
less damaged. Scuppernong grapes are 
pientiful and are ripening rapidly. The 
weather has afforded splendid seasons for 
sowing turnip seed and many fleids Lave 
been sown. Seed that were coming up 
are now growing nicely. Peaches about all 
gone. 

Southern Division. 

Throughout the southern division cloudy 
and rainy weather has prevailed, to the 
serious detriment of cotton. Much damage 
done open cotton, causing it to rot or 
sprout in.the bolls. There is also some 
complaint of rust spreading, and many 
fields are shedding rap:dly. Had the 
weather conditions been suitable, consid- 
erable cotton would have been picked dur- 
ing the past week. Late corn has been 
greatly improved by the rains, and farm- 
ers have been busy sowing ‘turnip seed. 
Turnips that were coming up have made 
rapid growth during the week.

Old Man “‘Billy’ Brown Attacked by 
Leon English. 


FATALLY 
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HE IS INJURED 


The Old Man Is/ One of the Best Known 
Citizens of Bolton. 
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A LOST PISTOL CAUSED THE TROUBLE 


English Left and Has Not Yet Been 
Caught—How the Affair Came 
About. 


William Brown, one of the oldest citizens 
of Bolton, lies at the point of death. 

A charge of murder may “come against 
Leon English. ° 

A pick was the instrument used, and with 
great force English drove it into the back 
of the head of the old man, crushing his 
skul] and cutting a hole three inches square. 

Williams’s death is expected at any 
time. The surgeons have been doing 
everything in their power to retieve the 
wounded man, but they entertain only 
slight hopes of his recovery. English es- 
caped and has not been heard of. 

The assault was made near Bolton, and 
Was over a trival matter. Williams, who 
is over sixty years old, and known by 
everybody as ‘“‘Uncle Billy,’’ was in charge 
of the gang that was working the streets 
to pay their street tax. English was in 
the gang and had been working with the 
pick that he drove deep into the head of 
his overseer. 

A few weeks ago several young men from 
Atlanta were out near Bolton, and in going 
over the reads one of them lost a fine 
Smith & Wesson pistol. As soon as he dis- 
covered his loss he reported it to “Uncle 
Billy’? Brown, giving him $5 to pay as a 
reward to the ‘person who found it. © 

A young man named Tomaston, a broth- 
er-in-law to English, ,was passing over the 
same road where the men claimed to have 
last the pistol, just a few minutes after 
they had reported it' to Brown. — 

Denied the Find. 

The overseer went to see Tomaston and 
asked him for it, saying that he heard that 
he found it. Thomaston “denied having the 
pistol at first. He was questioned at 
length and finally admitted that he had 
found it, but claimed to have sold it to 
Damus Smith, the Atlanta tailor. 

Brown offered Tomaston the $5 and told 
him to get the pistol from the man he 
sold it to. This he refused to do and Wil- 
liams went -to-the tailor. The pistol was 
given up and everybody seemed satisfied 
that the matter was settled. 

English didn’t like it because old man 
Brown made some remark about Thomas- 
ton finding the pistol and refusing to give 
it up. English heard of it and went to the 
old man and cursed him, it is claimed by 
the other members of the gagg. 

Brown paid Little attention to his 
marks and ordered him to go back to work. 
As to just what happened when the blow 
Was struck no one seems to Know. Brown 
Was talking to English several yards 
below where the main division of the gang 
was at work. 

One of the men Saw English raise the pick 
in his hands and while Brown had his back 
turned, strike the murderous blow. The 
pick stuck into fhe old man’s head and 
was: still in there when he fell to the 
ground. Using both hands English twist- 
ed the pick around like he was trying to 
dislocate a large clod ef dirt and pulled it 
out. The entire back of the old man’s head 
was crushed in by the blow, while the hole 
made by the sharp point of the pick went 
deep into the skull. 

English took to the woods, 
victim and the bloody instrument behind. 
The men ran to where the old man had 
fallen and carried him .0 a near by house, 
where a physician was summoned. ‘Since 
Monday the old man has been lingering 
between Iife and death. ; 

No one’at Bolton knew a ome previous 
hard feelings between English and Brown.

‘BRAINED WITH PICK | WAS RIGH INSANE 


OR MADLY JEALOUS? 


The Nashville Murderer Was Well 
Known in Atlanta. 


HE HAD JUST LEFT HERE 


Superintendent Williams, of Wood- 
ward Lumber Co., Talks. 


HE BECLARES TWAT THE MAN WAS CRAZY 


Says That on All Things Sdve His 
Wife’s Character He Was Ration- 
al—Was It Paranoia? 


—? 


Robert Blun Rich, the multi-murderer. 
who slayed his wife, her brother and at- 
tempte@ to kill himself, is well known in 
‘Atlanta. 

For several months he was employed at 
the Woodward Lumber Company as a de- 
signer and his employers say that 
were symptoms of insanity displayed while 


working for them. 

While here he conversed freely with C. 
G. Williams, superintendent of the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company, and this gentle- 
man stated yesterday that on the subject 
of his wife he was demented. 

Rich believed that his wife was untrue 
to him, and this was the cause of the 
terrible tragedy in Nashville. While here 
several weeks ago he told Williams that 
he had received half a dozen letters from 
friends jin Nashville advising him to come 
immediately home, as his wife’s conduct 
Was causing comment. 

Williams says he does not Believe that 
Rich received these letters, but that it 
was his imagination running away with 
him. 

Several weeks ago’ Rich was sent to New 
Orleans by the Woodward Lumber Com- 
pany to take charge of a large contract 
they had in that city. Up to the time he 
left for the Crescent City he had wuever 
touched a drop of intoxicants to the knowl- 
edge of his employers. It was just a few 
Guys before he left that he told Williams 
about the letters he had recetved concern- 
ing his wife. 

Upon his arrival in New Orleans he began 
to drown his imaginary grief in drink. A 
week passed and the Woodward company 
did not hear from him. Williams wrote him 
several letters but received no answer. 
Rich spent all the money that they gave 
him for expenses and then drew on the 
company for several sums. 

Williams thinking that Rich was in trou- 
ble went to New Orleans and succeeded in 
finding him only with the assistance of the 
police. He gave them a description of him, 
supposing that he had been caught in one 
of the dives and was in trouble. Rich was 
finally located and was in ua state of 
beastly intoxication. 

Williams got him sobered yp and then 
Rich left for Nashville. This was only a 
shart time prior to the tragedy. He wrote 
to Will‘'ams from thit city and stated that 
his wife was untrue to him and that he had 
filed a suit“for a divoree on the grounds 
of infidelity. 

“Rich never drank. while tn our employ 
and was one of the best designers we had. 
I received a letter from him several days 
ago stating that he Wanted his position 
back. As he was in debt to the company 
for money he had drawn at New Orleans, I 
wrote to him that hé Would have to settle 
this first. I never received an answer to my 
last letter. 

“There is not a better family in the whole 
south than Rich's. His father is president 
of the E. & M. Company, of Nashville, and 
a prominent man. 

“T certainly believe that on the question 
wife’s fidelity he was deranged. 
He spoke with me a number of times of 
the subject and I tried to persuade him 
that there was nothing wrong, but his wiid 
imagination led him on.”

regard of Bailiff’s Rigsts. 


Lucy H. Brooks filed suit against 
Barnes, of Justice Blood- 
worth’s court, yesterday afternoon for 
$1,000 damages, alleging that he had in- 
jured her to that extent by selling some 
jewelry om which he had levied. The 
suit is filed by Harrison & Bryan, attor- 
neys for Mrs. Brooks. 

Barnes's bondsmen, J. R. Betterton, D. 
A. Green and M. Taybhor, are-« made parties 
defendant to the suit. Mrs. Brooks claims 
that she has been aggrieved by wrongful 
acts committed by Barnes under color of 
his office while discharging the duties of 


constable. 

According to the petition Barnes ay. pear- 
ed at theAresidence of Mrs. Brooks on 
May 11, 1897, with a laborer’s lien and 
an execution thereon to levy on, her prop- 
erty and brought a dray for the vurpose 
of hauling it off. 

It is claimed by 
was a newcomer to

She claims that he then suggested that 
if she would give him some jewelry to 
levy upon it would save the trouble and 
embarrassment of carrying away the fur- 
niture.

With her husband, who was a party 
defendant to the case, she claims to have 
filed a counter affidavit and on June 18th 
the justice decided in favor of the plaintiff 
for $2.90. The case, according to the peti- 
tion, was then appealed to a jury amd on 
July 12th a verdict was-rendered in her 
favor with $6.90 costs against the plain- 
tiff. 

She claims that by 
her husband she _ then 
Barnes the knives and jewelry. 
claims, refused to surrender it, 
that the plaintiff might carry the 
the superior court by certiorari. 

The plaintiff, it~seems, had announced 
no such intention. 

According to the plaintiff, 
sisted on holding the property and on 
or about July 25th he procured a suit to 
be brought against her husband by E. 
D>. O'Connor and had himself garnisheed 
in the case. It seems that he then gave 
as his reason for not delivering the jew- 
elry that he had been served with sum- 
mons of garnishment. On August lth the 
suit was dismissed and Barnes was again 
asked to surrender the jewelry. 

It is claimed that then for the first time 
hé informed the petitioner that he had 
sold the jewelry to 8S. C. Ray, a_bailiff in 
the same court, for $2 and offered her the 
knives and $2. She received the Knives, 
but says the money was refused. 

The petition says that Barnes 
that he had sold the jewelry at 
liff’'s sale on July 12th, claiming to be ig- 
norant of the facts that. the case had 
been appealed.
